After the traumatic 
occurences of only a 
few weeks back the 
Olympic constabulary 
danced, sung and 
wept openly after the 
triumph.

efforts. 

The Kodak Kids now 
meet Guinea, the for- 
mer French colony in 
west Africa, in Tianjin 
tommorow night for a 
place in the semi- 
finals. 


Securing victory in 
that match, which is 
by no means unlikely, 
will mark one of our 
greatest international 
achievements and 
effectively give Aus- 
tralia a top-four rank- 
ing in a game played 
by more than 150 
countries. 


It would eclipse the 
efforts of the under-19 
side which qualified 
for the quarter-finals 
of the 1981 World 
Youth Cup and com- 
pare favourably with 
the senior side’s qual- 
ification for the 1974 
World Cup finals.

PERRY PARK, Queensland soccer’s headquarters, could become 
Australia’s first artificial soccer pitch. 


Queensland soccer 
officials are consider- 
ing installing the 
plastic grass as one of 
the options for the not- 
so distant future de- 
velopment of the cen- 
tral Brisbane complex. 

Although articifical 
surfaces exist in other 


states, all have been 
built primarily for 
hockey. Hockey, 


which does not have 
an artificial surface in 
Queensland almost 
certainly would be in- 
volved in the develop- 
ment at Perry Park, 
but the pitch would 
primarily be put down 
for the use of soccer. 
Queensland Soccer 
Federation president 
Ald. Ian Brusasco re- 
vealed the revilution- 
ary plan last week but 
added that although 
very preliminary 
quotes had been 
obtained, the matter 
had yet to be discus- 
sed in detail by the 
Perry Park Trust — the 


body which runs 
Queensland soccer 
headquarters. 


It is understood the

installation of an 
articificial surface 
would cost well in ex- 
cess of $500,000. 

But by this time next 
year, Queensland soc- 
cer ‘will have wiped 
the bank overdraft on 
million dollar Perry 
Park complex and will 
be in a financially 
sound position to 
develop. 

“There's a lot of 
maintenance to be 
done, but an artificial 
surface is definitely 
one of the options,” 
Brusasco said. 

“But very shortly the 
Trust will have to sit 
down and make firm 
decisions as to which 
way they want to go.” 

If the Trust gave the 
idea the nod, it would 
take only three 
months to install the 
new pitch. But the 
QSF must play its 
cards very carefully 
for the time being in 
the light of Brisbane's 
bid to tage the 1992

TERS city ts sucess 
ful in getting the 
Games, artificial sur- 


faces for the Olympic 
hockey will have to be 
installed. Rugby 
League headquarters 
Lang Park already has 
been earmarked for 
the soccer, but Perry 
Park would make an 
ideal centre for the 
hockey.
